Germany is 
displeased with the threat to possessions which 
she had hoped might fall into her lap even- 
tually, Russia at the moment is quiescent, but 
‘suspicious. Foreeasts of Prince Konoye’s mani- 
festo are chiefly concerned with domestic re- 
form, presumably with the object of inereasing 
the nation’s eficleney In the prosecution of the 
Chinn “Ineldent.” This aim is understandable, 
and fn stsclf is not suificient to account for the 
Wave of anxiety which seems to be sweeping 
the nations with stakes in the Orient. Certain 
citizens of the East Indies would like to see 
their islands taken under the protection of 
Britain or the United States, despite the fact 
that both countries have declared their intention of 
respecting the status quo. There is talk in Tokyo 
that the United States and Australia may come 
to a defensive agreement similar to that now 
boing negotiated between Canada and the United 
States. If such an agreement materializes, it can 
only be designed as a safeguard against 
aggression from one quarter. Such obvious dis- 
trust of Tokyo's intentions may, of course, sim- 
ply be an outcome of war hysteria following 
Hilter’s suecesses on the European continent; 
but itis earnestly to be hoped that Prince 
Konoye's statement today will have a calming 
effect. 






































Buy British Books 


‘The various ways in which Britons can assist 
in winning this war are so manifold that some- 
times when some of them are pointed out they 
come as a complete surprise. One of the most 
Interesting of them is that Britons abroad 
should concentrate on buying ‘British books. 
Obviously by that means more foreign exchange 
is made available to Great Britain, and, while 
it may be small compared with the country's 
needs, it all goes to swell the total, and is con- 
sequently not to be neglected. According to the 
Vice-President of the Publishers Association in 
Great Britain because of the paper shortage in 
the United Kingdom an allowance of paper has 
been made to publishers who have produced exact 
Agures showing that a very high proportion of 
their output of books is exported. The continu- 
fanee of ‘paper supplies depends entirely and 
Jexactly upon the ability not only to maintain, 
but actually to inerease the volume of sales out 
side the United Kingdom, Regular returns are 
made to. the Ministry of Supply giving the

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THE DAY OF PRAYER 


+ Aug. 28. 

The request of H. M. the King that Sun- 
day, September @, should be set aside as a 
National Day of Prayer has given rise to a 
suggestion as to how best the day could be 
observed by Britons in Shanghai. Doubtless 
the various British churches here will 
faithfully carry out His Majesty's wishes 
by holding appropriate services and offering 
the customary prayers, but Mrs. J. M. 
Weaver, in her letter which was published 
on Monday, suggests that the whole British 
community’ might care to assemble at the| 
Race Course for the purpose of holding a 
community service of intercession. The 
permission of the Stewards of the Race Club 
‘would have to be obtained, and it is not 
believed that there ‘would be any difficulty’ 
about that. ‘The time is short for making. 
the necessary preparations, but " arrange-| 
ments can still be made ‘in time. It is! 
not intended that this proposed _service| 
would in any way conflict with those which 
are certain to be held in the Cathedral and 
various churches in Shanghai. That is the 
last thing which is desired. What is wanted 
is that in addition to those services an op- 
portunity should be given to all Britons, 
irrespective of the Church to which they 
belong, to assemble that night to make in- 
tereession for the protection of their country 
and their empire, and to ask for the blessing 
of God upon their effort against the enemy. 

It has been possible for the various! 
churehes on such occasions to mect on 
common ground, as witness the dedica-| 
tion of the War Memorial, to quote but 
fone example, and it should be possible| 
fon such a day as this to devise a sor- 

‘¢ acceptable to all Britons of Christian 
belief. ‘There is so much in common between 
the various usages from which a service 
could be fashioned enabling the British com~ 
munity to demonstrate to the world at large 
their abiding faith in the justice of their 
‘cause, and in that Divinity without Whose aid| 
so much in this world is but vain and idle. 
‘The enormous crowd which packed the Race| 
Course on the occasion of the sounding of 
The Retreat contained large numbers of 
people who were probably British only in 
sympathy. But the British community itself 
is so large that, were the suggestion put 
forward by Mrs. Weaver supported in the: 
manner it deserves to be, there would be| 
‘an imposing demonstration’ of faith. 

It is not asking much to suggest that 
loyal Britons should, on this one day selected | 
by their King, assemble for the purpose of 
Joining in that chorus of prayer, which, for 
twenty four hours as the sun sweeps Sunday’ 
round the entire world, will rise from 
wherever Beitons are met together in this 
common act of worship. For it must be re- 
membered that this war is a spiritual war, 
a war between the forces of good and evil, 
and it is but right that men should pray that| 
the forces of good shall be made to prevail. 
Behind the huge physical and material means| 
of the struggle which is now going on, there 
are imponderable factors of which’ sight 
must never be lost. Endurance, fortitude, 
determination are all in their way very well, 
but as Nurse Cavell said of patriotism, they 

Jone are not enough. There must be faith, 
faith in the holiness of the cause, faith in the 
purpose of Divine Providence that good shall 
yet inherit the carth, and that evil shall be 
banished from it. Prayer is just. such an 
act of faith, in which the British can ask 
for victory, while doing everything from 
material and spiritual points of view to de- 
serve it. Consequently the suggestion that 
in addition to the ordinary services during 
which the special intention of the day will 
be observed, there should be this service in 
which all Britons might join, has a great 
deal to commend it. It is realized that the 
time to make arrangements is short indeed, 
but there is every reason to believe that, if! 
the matter ix taken in hand at once, it would 
be possible to hold such a service. “That the| 
shortness of the time available is not the 
only obstacle, it is readily understood, but 
there is not one ince which cannot be 
surmounted providing the will to do so is 
there. ‘The idea is a food one and deserves

‘There can be no gainsaying the fact that! 
‘with real co-operation from all quarters the 
problem which is presented is by no means. 
incapable of solution, but it is necessary. 
to look the fact straight in the face that 
crimes of violence no matter by what politi- 
cal consideration they are inspired, or by 
what-party they have been carried out must 
receive adequate punishment. It follows 
that one of the main essentinis is that in 
the co-operation which has been agreed 
upon there shall be the completest possible 
impartiality, and that criminals shall be 
dealt with irrespective of what particular 
faction may happen to be behind them, 
the duty of maintaining law and order 
crime must be dealt with as such, and no 
other consideration can possibly be allowed 
to interfere with the apprehension of the 
criminal nor the administration of justice 
with regard to him. Once that principle is 
accepted it should be possible for all the: 
authorities concerned to work smoothly’ 
toward the desirable end of eliminating 
those individuals whose activities occasion 
such concern. 

‘The “badlands” come up first for con- 
sideration. With a common determination 
to wipe out that unsavoury area, there 
should be no difficulty in dealing with it. 
Apart from the fact that it is the refuge 
of gangsters and men suspected of com- 
plicity in the various political crimes which 
have recently been committed, there is the 
question of the widespread gambling which 
fs being permitted in that quarter. Apart 
from the fact that such gambling is entire- 
ly contrary to the law of China, there is 
always the danger that the ' interests 
behind it may come into conflict with each 
other.

Regret is felt that so 
Jong a period has passed since that arrange~

‘There is the story of a 
squadron which was bombed for a whole 
day off the coast of Norway, yet only sus- 
tained minor damage from bomb splinters 
from close bursts, This squadron repeated- 
ly drove off waves of Nazi attackers, and the 
men could be heard cheering lustily as each 
Nazi plane was shot down. Feats of great 
@aring were so common that they were apt 
to be overlooked. 

Though the party left England five weeks 
‘ago, before the intensification of the Nazi 
air'warfare over the islands, enough was 
seen of the damage done to prove that 
British claims that it was slight and had 
little effect on the nation’s effort, are quite 
correct. The efforts of the Royal Air Force 
have roused general admiration. ‘The skip- 
per of a liner on the Shanghai run, who was 
fone of a convoy which was attacked by 
Nazi dive bombers in thé English Channel, 
told how the men of the mereantile marine 
have full confidence in the protection they 
are getting from the RAF. He sot little 
store by the anti-aircraft guns with which 
the liner was fitted, since the pace of the 
attack made them’ of little effect, When 
the Nazis were sighted flying towards the 
convoy at terrifle speed, ‘numbers of 
Spitfires and Hurricanes were seen simul~ 
taneously taking to the air off the English 
coast. ‘These planes flew low over the water 
and ‘climbed behind the Nazi attackers, 
Wheeling round on their tails, ‘The Nazis 
were chased over to the English coast in an 
ineredibly short time, and there they were 
met with a healthy ’ anti-aireraft. barrage. 
‘What happened to the attackers was never 
Jeamt by the convoy, whieh had suffered no 
lamage. 

‘The same skipper happened to dock in 
London at the time of the withdrawal from 
Dunkirk. OMicials came on board his ship 
and said they must take over all his ife~ 
boats and as many of his crew who would 
volunteer. ‘The men wore asked if they. 
would go. ‘They replied: “All right, Mister, 
we'll go." But they were not enough for 
all the boats, so some Thames bargees were 
called upon, They replied: “AM right, 
Mister, We'll — well go.” ‘The whole party 
wore away for four days, being towed to 
Dunkirk, picking up troops, and being towed 
to Dover. ‘The trip between Dover and 
Dunkirk was made several times, and every 
man and every boat came back to the ship 
‘after the evacuation undamaged. All they 
would say was that they were hungry and 
had had a “hell of a time,” but had done 
the job successfully. With’ this spirit ins 
spiring the British rank and le, there seems 
to be no justification for those pessimists 
who shake their heads over the possible 
outcome of the present struggle. Britons 
in Shanghai who hear of these doughty. 
deeds will fect only one regret——that they 
tare too far away to take part in them, 























CHANGE IN JAPAN 
Aug. 30. 
Princo Konoye's long awaited slatement 
fon the subject of a new national structure 
for Japan contained a surprise, ‘There was 
« tendency on the part of most observers to 
believe that what was contemplated was 
‘one-party system of government. similar. to 
that obtaining in Maly, Russia and Germany, 
and indeed. some of the cabled forecasts 
suggested that such was under contempla~ 
tion. ‘That Prince Konoye has fatly roject= 
2d, as being completely’ incompatible with 
the Japanese concept of government, on the 
round that all Japanese have the privilege 
fof assisting the Throne, a. privilege which 
cannot be monopolized by any individual or 
single party. ‘The Japanese Prime Minister 
in fact does not visualize the control of the 
|State by any group of men, but rather the 
broadening of the whole political structure 
‘2 manner which should include all sec- 
tions of the country. in the service of the 
Slate. ‘That schoo! of thought. which be- 
lieved that the Japanese would” accept a 
copy of the government of the totalitarian 
states has, therefore, been confounded. 
What is more Prince Konoye's decision 
constitutes a mild rebut to the European 
Axis Powers, for in refusing to fall into line 
with regard’ to the national political struc- 
fure, he has clearly indicated determina~ 
| tion'to follow a course dictated by the needs 
‘of his own country rather than to accept 
ideologies whieh ate not wholly cepted in 
countries in which they at present pre~ 
rail. Tt does not appear from Prince 
Konoye's statement whether the voice of 
criticism will be stilled in the counsels of the 
nation. On the face of it, jt would appear that 
this is not to be the ease, for he apparently 
contemplates the possibility ot differences of 
pinion. arising and. their submission for 
Thal decision to the Throne. ‘That the latter 
will be influenced by the advice of the Go 
ferment in power may be taken for granted, 
but it is apparent that Prince Konoye docs 
not contemplate the elimination of eriticiem 
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and the reduction of the nation’s representa 
tives (0 the role of mere “yes-men,” as is to] 
be found in Italy, Russia and Germany. 
This view is supported by several signi 
fant feattires of the statement. Prince 
Konoye after referring to the harmonious co- 
operation between the High Command and 
the Administration, adumbrates the formé 
tion of a new ‘parliamentary structure, 
widening the people's participation 
establishing national policies, enbaneing their] 
political consciousness, and’ allowing repre~ 
sentatives of all strata of society to fulfil 
their duty to the Throne, But the old party 
system postulated upon Liberalism has to go. 
The sectional antagonisms which it aroused, 
and the political juggling which has shown] 
itself unsuited 0 Japanese requirements, 
especially in recent years, will be replaced 
by something the oullines of which are not 
clear, but which, it is the belief of those 
proposing it, will be more in keeping with 
ipanese national characteristics. 
To many who revere the traditions of 
democracy this will undoubtedly seem to be 
a retrograde step, but it has to be remem= 
bered that in the countries where democracy 
hhas succeeded it has been the result of a 
slow growth and gradual evolution. That! 
has not been the ease in Japan, and there! 
fare not a few who consider that Japan has| 
never settled down easily under that form 
of government. In this new departure there 
will be no question of the establishment of a 
dictatorship : instead a political-cstructare 
based upon the broad foundation of the 
loyalty of the people will have the peal of 
government in the Throne itself, Prince 
Konoye’s enunciation of principles appear 
fo be quite in keoping with the national 
genius of Japan, and, “providing their ap- 
plication is carried out in the spirit which 
he suguests, there js no reason why even- 
tually Japan should not have a government 
completely suited 10 the needs of the coun- 
ty. From the international point of view 
there is certainly no change in the Japanese 
outlook, and certainly no modification of 
existing policies. Here the situation is left 
unchanged. Policies already declared will 
continue (0 be followed. ‘The alterations 
contemplated are purely domestic, and the 
world will wateh with very considerable in~ 
forest this attempt by the Japanese to evolve 
a form of government, which, if it should] 
prove successful, should have a profound 
Influence upon Japan's future, 



































A QUEEN’S BIRTHDAY 
Aug. 31. 


Probably no Queen in history ever cele 
brated her birthday in such tragic cireum- 
stances as Queen Wilhelmina of the Nether- 
lands docs hers today. With her country 
beneath the heel of a ruthless invader and 
herself in a foreign land, whence she con- 
Ainues the task of governing the Netherlands’ 
overseas possessions, Queen Wilhelmina 
today observes the sixticth anniversary of 
her birth, In the words of H.R.H, Prince 
Bernhard “The fight goos on. ‘The Queen of 
the Netherlands, instead of being a prisoner 
in Berlin, is. inspiring further resistance to 
Which the Dutch Empire and Dutchmen all 
over the world stand pledged.” ‘The Ger- 
mans who delight in. waging war against 
women and children did thei utmost 10 eap~ 
ture the Queen, her family and the Cabinet, 
but the best fad plans” offen go astray. 
‘They escaped, and though their country was: 
Taid low, though, through treachery, the] 
dauntless’ Hollanders were deprived of the] 
chanee of prolonging that resistanee upon 
which they were bent, the strugile goes on. 

When Queen Wilhelmina came to the 
tixone of the Netherlands and for some 
faffer commencement of the century anti= 
monarehical sentiments prevailed in. cortain 
eletes, ‘These were later followed by a 
strong revulsion of fecling and in 1923, when 
the Queen's semi-jubiloe was observed, it was] 
celebrated with the utmost loyalty and en- 
thusiasm, It may with safety be said that 
her personality, and the simplicity of her 
life have cone much to strengthen the posi- 
jon of the monarchy in the Netherlands.

gallantry, her determination to lead

Tk is perhaps but little realized what was 
in store for Queen Wilhelmina and her family 
on that fatal Friday morning, May 10 of this 
year. ‘The first objective of the Germans 
was the capture of the Hague, the seat of 
Government, and the royal family. On. the] 
body of « German general, who was killed 
in action, there was found a revealing docu- 
ment. It consisted of two sets of instruc 
tions: the first to be carried out in ease no 
vesistance was offered, specifying which 
buildings were. to be guarded and ordering 
where the so-called “guards of honour” for 
the royal family were to be stationed. The 
second. part of the instructions detailed that, 

















if resistanee were offered, the German forees| 
must capture the royal family and members | 
of the Cabinet. They were to be sent to 
Berlin, if possible by transport ‘plane, the 


document going on to explain that the 
prisoners would be dealt with in accordance 
the resistance offered. In this connec~ 
ion it will be remembered how German 
bombers sought for the King of Norway 
wherever he went, and the scheme regarding, 
Queen Wilhelmina was all a part of the 
broad German plan. It was foiled. ‘The 
voice of 65,000,000 people of the Netherlands: 
Empire has not been stifled and their Queen 
Jeads them. 

‘The Netherlands have not forsaken those 
friends which went to their assistance when 
Germany struck. ‘They stand manfully by 
their engagements, and while the Nether- 
Inds army may no longer be able to trade 
blows with the enemy the nation stands as 
ever behind a brave woman, whose conduct 
stands out in such glorious relief compared 
with that of a neighbouring monarch. Their 
Empire remains intact as does their honour, 
for though they were betrayed from within 
and made incapable of continuing to resist, 
there never was any intention of giving up 
the struggle. There is not now, and where- 
ver they are to be found Hollanders remait 
faithful to the high ideals which animate 
them and their sovereign, and to whatever 
extent is possible Netherlands’ assistance is 
freely placed at the disposal of the Allies in 
furthering the common cause which is the 
defeat of Naziism. It is because of this fact 
that amongst the nations fighting against 
Germany this anniversary is of more than 
usual importance, and though the observance 
of the occasion will naturally be modified by 
existing conditions, it is nevertheless reason~ 
able t0. mark the’ day with the hope that 
Queen Wilhelmina will be spared many 
years again to rule over her people in free- 





























EFFECTIVE AIR RAIDS. 
Aug, 31. 
While the German official communiqués 
continue to allege that the damage done by 
Brilish air raids is trivial—indeed they are 
almost contemptuous in this respect—there 
are signs from which the truth may be ascer~ 
tained, Apart from the fact that only by 
the sheerest incompetence on the part of 
British aviators would it be possible for Ger- 
man military objectives to have escaped 
the miraculous manner they are alleged to 
have done, German reaction to these raids 
Is the best possible indication of where the 
truth is to be found. ‘The denunciation by 
the Berlin press of ‘British raids and the 
hysterical terms in which indignation is ex- 
pressed is in itself the clearest proof that the 
Germans are being hurt and hurt seriously. 
It is all very well for the German news- 
papers to squeal about murder, shameful, 
cowardly acts and the like. ‘They would do 
better to recall the merciless machine-gun- 
ning of fugitive men, women and children 
along the roads of Poland and France, and 
the wanton destruction of non-military ob- 
Jectives for the purpose of spreading terror. 
Nor is any purpose served by writing of 
the “systematic Churchill manauvre to place 
the population under murderous 
terror.” If indeed the British were doing 
such a thing they would clearly be able 10 
plead justification by referring to the pre- 
cedents set by the Germans themselves. But 
British leaders have, despite the strong 
feeling that Germany’ should be played at 
her own game, assured Great Britain and the 
world at large that they disdained to follow 
the Nozi cxample. ‘That’ sort of thing 
left for “the lesser breeds without the law. 
‘Thus, when it is reported that the RAF. 
raid on Berlin on Wednesday night is the 
chief topie of conversation in the Germ:

THE FIRST YEAR 
Sept. 2. 

IL was the first three days of September, 
ast year, which saw the commencement of 
the present war and it is fitting that a glance 
backward be taken at such a time as this. 
After months of comparative inaction dur- 
ing which neutrals were apt to call this a 
“phoney war,” Hitler commenced full opera~ 
tions by his descent upon Denmark and Nor 
way apparently in the hope of inducing the 
Allies to despatch large forces there, thus 
diverting them from what was to be the 
principal theatre of war. He did not succeed 
in this manquvre, but, if he had, it would 
not have had much effect so far as the cam 
paigns in the Low Countries and France were 
concerned. Swiftly Holland and Belgiu 
were reduced after which followed about 
month’s fighting in which France succumbed 
‘and is taking no further part in the struggle, 
Great Britain with Holland, Norway, the 
Poles, who have escaped from their country, 
fare carrying on the struggle, while to the 
German strength has been added that of 
Haly, which entered the war when Mussolini 
‘was convinced there was not too much dan= 
ger in doing $0, 

‘But Germany did not secure all the sue- 
cesses. Hitler's attempt to ereate an effec~ 
tive submarine blockade failed. ‘The U-boat 
menace was speedily brought under control. 
In successive encounters the German navy 
was so severely damaged that it has ceased 
to play any important naval part in the 
struggle. Tho addition of the flects of 
various nations overrun by Germany {o the 
British mercantile navy leave it at the end of 
the first year stronger in numbers than ever’ 
before. In Britain some three million men. 
are drawing towards the conclusion of their 
training, munitions and aeroplanes are being 
produced in prodigious profusion, and it is 
said that Britain is within sight of hor goal 
of equalling and ultimately  outdistancing, 
Germany in the air, and that with infinitely 
superior machines. At times, such as the two 
evacuations from Europe, Britain seeurod 
temporary local mastery in the air, Germany 

ad it during the fighting in France, but the 
balance has shifted, not perhaps as much a 
the British would ‘immediately like, but at 
any rate suMfciently to justify the belief that 
the time is not far distant when Britain will 

ave sceured entire supremacy, 
Against the British the Italians have not, 
done much up to the present, except to de= 
monstrate the speed of their new war vessels. 
‘The occupation of Somaliland was a foregone 
conclusion after the defection of France, but 
up to now the main British and Italian 
forees have not been engaged. ‘There necd 
be no glozing over the fact that the German 
military machine clearly demonstrated the 
organizing genius of the German command. 
On land it has met with great successes, but 
the British with their Allies are again prov 

uf that vietory on land is worthless unless it 
is attended by vietory on the seas and in the 

ir. German conquests up to the present 
ave Tyrought little relief to the economic 
situation created by the naval blockade and 
are likely in the not too distant future to 
prove serious embarrassments. 

In endeavouring to strike any  balanec, 
then, it will be seen that while the situation 
is not so good as it was hoped it would be 
at the end of the first year of war, it is also 
not so bad as it was feared a compara~ 
tively short while ago, 
been smashed, and that may be 
as the precursor of ultimate Allied 
vielory and the freedom of those nations at 
present stricken down under the brutal Ger- 
man military heel. There is still much to 
be done, but the British are demonstra 
that solidarity of purpose, the pres. 
of a splendid moral and’ the abilit 
willingness to strike back whenever and 
wherever that becomes possible. It docs not 
matter how Jong it will take nor the mayni 
tude of the sacrifices demanded ; it As the 

tention of the British Government firmly. 
heseked by the people to continue this strux- 
gle to the only possible end—defeat of the 
enemy. Standing on the threshold of the 
second year of this titanic contest, realizin 
that the way may still be very long, it is 
with confidence and faith that the future can 
be viewed, both of which are strengthened 
by a full ‘realization of the dangers which 
have been encountered and dealt with.

CHATTERBUGS AND OTHERS 
Sept. 2. 
‘The spreading of false rumours, and the 
utterance of words calculated 10 create de- 
pression are punishable at Iaw in Great Bri 
fain. It scoms at first blush to be somewhat 
revolutionary, but a peacetime parallel is to 
be found in the lesistation which provides for 
the punishment of persons who commit a 
nuisance by making false reports to the 
police. A member of the Observer Corps at 
Leominster was recently fined £30 with 
£12216:0 costs for spreading the rumour 
that” German. parachutists had Janded in 
Herefordshire, while at the Swansea Assizes 
a man who said “Hitler is a friend of mine. 
He is a good man. He is doing the right 
thing by sending these parachutes over,” has 
‘been given a year in prison to meditate over 
his foolishness. Tt is a pity that some such 
legislation eannot be applied to certain 
Britons out here, for there are chatterbugs 
in China who deserve to be firmly dealt with, 
For the most part they consist of the 
familiar arm-chair strategists whose military 
knowledge is in inverse ratio to the amount 
of noise they make, ‘Then there is the man 
who fancies that the world is going to the 
dogs unless he is allowed to point out where 
hhe believes the mistakes are being made, the 
man who eannot understand the meanings of 
the words he reads in the newspapers, the 
fone who refuses to believe them anyhow, 
and finally the well-known emply pitcher. 
‘There are also women who are not one whit 
better, all gabbling away on subjects of 
whieh they know nothing, posing to have in= 
side information which they could not pos- 
sibly obtain, and willing to lend eredutous 
cars {0 every stray rumour, which, for all 
they know, may have had enemy inspiration, 
Possibly, if they could only realize what 
fools they are in playing the enemy game 
of endeavouring to spread despondeney, they 
might do better, but in many cases the 
temptation to chatter is apparently irresis~ 
tible, They would do well to remember 
that Shanghai is a fertile soit for the pro- 
pagation of rumour started by unserupulous 
persons for their own individual purposes, 
‘There is another class of person who, even 
‘now, is still associating with people of enemy 
nationality, Tt is realized that jt is diMeult 
































to terminate, or perhaps suspend friendships 
of years standing, but it needs to be 
emphasized that the Empire is at war, and 





that the enemies of the Empire are the 
enemies of every individual Briton, ‘There 
should be no association with Germays and 
Halians on the part of loyal Britons, for it 
kives the former the satisfaction of being 
able to parade the fact before allied in 
dividuals and neutrals, very often to the de- 
{riment of the British cause. ‘To deal with 
this (ype of person is not difeult, Any 
Briton found consorting socially with enemy 
subjects should be ostracized by his or her 
own fellow nationals, if it is not possible 
exaily to punish them otherwise, ‘There ix 
in the eyes of loyal Briton no excuse for 
trafficking with the enemy in any way what 
soc 
‘The chatterbuy should be even easier (0 
deal with. Tt only requires a little firmness, 
and the readiness to face a certain amount 
Of possible unpleasantness to secure results, 
Rumour-mongers when asked where they 
et their information usually refer to the 
old familiar “well informed sources,” and 
atlempt to bolster up the original story with 
mosphere of knowledge. ‘The yossips 
have usually “somebody in the know” at 
their beck and eall when necessary, and they 
r busier than when they have 
particularly bad piece of nows to civeulate. 
If they only knew it they exhibit the in- 
jority complex every time they endeavour 
fw brief instants to bask in the lime= 
‘nt of the sensational. ‘They should be 
ize that their duty is to be 
British, first, last and all tho time, to keep 
a careful guard over their tungues, and re 
peat nothing which may serve the enemy's 
purpose. There is positively no reason what 
ever {0 justify the activities of these “Calam= 
ity James” of both sexes, and only regret 
ean be felt that there ig no efficient insecticide 
with which {0 spray them, save perhaps 
ridicule. Most often, however, they are {oo 
deficient of a sense of humour to realize how 
ridiculous they make themselves, and ean 
consequently only be dealt with "by free

“The result," M. Cosme said, “was 
that Frenchmen allowed. themselves 
deliberately to lose or have atrophied 
those very virtues which are the 
Lest features of our race....It was. 
in this poor state, that France eng- 
‘aged in war. 

‘Badly prepared politically, moral- 
ly and militarily, our country suffer= 
ced crushing defeat," the ambassador 
stated. He recalled the “troubled 
consciences” of many Frenchmen

dangerous to make alterations in the 
Constitution. :

Windows within ‘halling ‘distance of 
Several vessels near by and got away 
With cash from. the ‘compradore’s 
office and a quantity of clothine be- 
onging to the men on board, 

Although the affair occurred on the 
evening of August 24, the police 
Were not informed until August 26 
when a report: was made to. the 
‘owners of the vessel, “A. C. Encar= 
nnacao & Co, 113 Kiukiang Road, 

‘The vessel, a coaster, formetly 
plying between Shanghai and” East 
Chelslang ports, has been lying idle 
for some time here following the ban 
Imposed by the Japanese naval au- 
thorities on cousial navigation. She 
‘was at one ‘time lying alongside ‘a 
Wharf on. the Bund. opposite. the 
“North-China Daily News" building. 
Recently she moved further up 
stream and anchored opposite the 
Nantao Bund. 


Watched for Some Time 

‘The police theory is that the pirates 
thad ‘been “keeping a watch on tl 
vessel for some time and chose an 
opportune moment for their attack. 
‘The master of the boat, Mr. A. 5. 
Aquino, was absent on ‘shore leave 
‘and was not informed of the incident 
‘until the following day when he got 
‘on board.” The vessel ‘having. dis- 
charged her cargo some time ago and 
having no. passengers on board at 
the time, did not prove to the pirates 
any coveted prize. Apart from $200

Windows Smashed

seamen together, one of the pirates 
acted as guard While his companions 
began a thorough and systematic 
search “of the cabin. ‘They rst 
smashed the windows and by thrust 
wg their hands through. "unbolted 
the locks and got in. Clothing and 
personal effects of the crew did not 
escape their attention, “and from 
every cabin some articles were 
found missing later, except the 
‘master’s cabin. ‘The thoroughness 
with which they carried out the 
search of the cabins was evidenced 
by the state of confusion they left.

Reply to Puzzled Pater 


To the Editor of the 
“Nontu-Cunxa Darcy News” 

Sm—It is a pity that Puzo 
Parin did not write direct to. the’ 
headmasters of the schools he refer- 
ed to in his letter of August 23, sinee 
all of these schools prepare boys for 
the (Cambridge) School Certificate, 
which, under’ certain conditions, 
provides exemptions from the en- 
trance examinations to the Univer- 
sities at home as well as from 
the preliminary “examinations for 
numerous professions (unless these 
‘exemptions. have been cancelled 
very recently, and of this 1 have| 
no. information). ‘True, lo have 
obtained a school certifieate can 
scarcely be called. a “completion” ‘of 
edueation—rather, it is merely evi- 
donee that one has reached a certain 
standard of knowledge in  specified| 
subjects, 

T cannot speak, of the “School 
Leaving Certificate,” and am not quite 
sure what Puzzuro Paren means by. 
the “Higher School Certifeate,” but| 
the latter Is certainly not “essential 
for entrance into universities or into 
professional training.” Normally, the| 
bigger schools at-home take ' the 
School and the Higher Certificates of 
the Oxford and Cambridge Schools 
Examination Board; for practical 
purposes, the School Certificate sul- 
Mees; the Higher Certificate is more 
advanced and more specialized. ‘The 
Cambridge School Certificate | taken 
out here is on a par with the Schoot 
Cortifeate of what is known as “The 
Joint Board.” 

‘So, if Purzuro Paren merely wants 
to cnable his children to obtain 
“entrance into universities or into 
professional training,” he ean easily 
be provided for locally; 1 doubt if 
any local School prepares boys for 
University Scholarships (a very dif 
ferent matter from Entrance Exami- 
nations); this would require special 
instruction of an advanced kind, and, 
so far, T imagine the demand has been 
quite’ insumelent to justify the ex-| 
pense involved, 

‘Perhaps T should add that girls can 
ve accommodated locally in precisely, 
the same way as boys.

‘Tuition is another and more difeutt 
question. It is doubtful whether any 
ocal secondary school can afford to 
institute post” matriculation classes. 
But class teaching is not necessarily 
the ideal method of preparation for 
such examinations, even if one con- 
siders only the variety of subjects 
Fequived to sult the needs of a re- 
stricted number of candidates. Even 
in England tuition for the higher ex- 
aminations inelines more towards. 
coaching. There, a man in charge of 
any subject for these examinations 

6 usually a “good” honours degree| 
in the particular branch, or has ob- 
{tained a sccond desree (post sraduate), 
In other words. he is" a specialist. 
Headmasters “fit "vacancies to such 
posts with careful regard .to proven’ 
scholarship. Local parents’ would do 
well to exercise similar care. 

‘The same would apply to prepara~ 
tion for university scholarships. ‘To| 
prevent any misunderstanding, there, 
Is at least one case of a Shanghai girl 
preparing by private tuition, and. 
obtaining, without leaving the town, 
a scholarship to Oxford. The ex- 
amination was held in about 1930 oF 
1031. 

‘The taking of the Cambridge Schoot 
Cerlifieate isan easy matter. Infor- 
mation as to the number of passes 
and exemptions from London Ma- 
trieulation over the past ten years at 
each school would help Puzztx> Parra 
to. choose wisely. 

‘The Peace Memorial Scholarship) 
should not be overlooked. 

‘As for the advisability of going’ 
beyond matriculation, Puzzueo Paten,| 
himself, seems to be in no doubt.

Requirements for the pro- 
fessions vary. 

‘One point that must not be ob- 
cured Ig that a student is not usually’ 
‘admitted to an honours course at a 
University unless he first passes his 
Intermediate B.A. or B.Sc, oF his, 
Higher School ‘Certifeate with  the| 
addition, sometimes, of extra subjects| 
fo the same standard. or spends a 
Preliminary year at the university to 
qualify. 

For one desiring to take up profes~ 
‘sional ‘or university” work later, the 
Idea of not Kicking one's heels and of 
keeping up the habit of study is 
good one. From this point of view 
the Cambridge School Certificate 
is a mere preliminary.

Sim—A_ person who has never 
visited St, ‘Tichon's Orphanage can 
have no idea of the spirit which 
pervades this wonderful institution 
Where homeless children, both girls 
End boys of any age between one and 
Seventeen, are cared for. 

I attended one of their functions 
recently, and after seeing what | ex: 
‘cellent work was being carried on 
there, I felt impelled to bring to the 
public's attention the difficulties that 
they are up against. ‘The buildings 
fare in most pitiful state of disro- 
pair and, in cddition to this, their 
Tandlords wish to rebuild and_ have, 
therefore, asked them to vacate the 
two buildings which they at present 
‘occupy. ‘They have already been de- 
rived of their garden and small plot 
of ground which they used for exer- 
else and they must obtain new quar- 
ters by next month. 

‘The Committee of the Orphanage 
is most efficient and energetic, but 
they are helpless, for all their efforts 
to find new. quarters have been 
fruitless. Would not this be a mat 
ter in which the authorities should 
assist? Most of the children are ad- 
ited free of charge and no poor' 
child is ever refused entrance. 1 be- 
Tieve It to be in the interests of both 
the Freneh Concession and the Set- 
tlement that this deserving institu. 
tion, which is managed by a board 
‘composed of well-known  business| 
men of the local international, com- 
‘munity, should continue to exist. 

Tt has never been a burden upon 
the local authorities, having managed 
to exist, and successfully balance its| 
budget, ‘for over five years, through 
voluntary donations, among | which| 
the percentage trom Russians 1 quite 
high. 

Should this institution have | to] 
close its doors, the only place the| 
Young inmates would have to go| 
Would be the streets. I know that 
anyone who is interested would be 
weleomed by the Orphanage authori-

The Journalist’s Lot: 
A Union Wanted 


To the Editor of the 
“Nonnit-Cunxa Dany News” 

‘Sim—There can be no diminishing 
‘the fssue: modern journalism — has 
never yet known the days so dark, 
the future so blank and hopeless as 
what It is facing teday. There were 
times, both within our own and the 
memory of its veteran representa- 
tives, “when “tree expression of. 
thought was limited, banned or even 

under "the temporary 
political regime of a certain country, 
But there was always an outlet, a 
way out. A journalist | who could 
not comply with press control at a 
certain time or place had a cholee 
fof keeping quict for a time or quit- 
ting in seareh of a freer land or else 
writing as he pleased in the way of, 
memoirs to be published somewhere 
‘and some time. 

But at our epoch the journalist is 
denied all these alternatives of selling 
his pen and soul. He..is dealt with 
‘worse than a eriminal, for after being 
put on a “black list™ as a warning, 
he is not submitted to any form of 
trial, but straight away dispensed 
with, his person and property as- 
saulted, writings confiscated and 
name anathematized, 

‘The publication of a “black list” 
by the Nanking Government, mur- 
Gers of Chinese journalists, outrages 
‘and insults upon foreign newspaper- 
men and writers—such aro explicit 
enough instances of the shape of 
things in the. internationally-minded 
‘and governed Shanchal. 

"What to say of Europe? A black 
cloud of oppression hanging over 
a number of subjugated states has 
completely abscrbed the freedom of 
thought and expression in whatever 
form they existed prior to the w 
‘and not a word of truth emanates 
‘rom that part of the world. The fate 
‘of Journalists—those whose pro- 
fessional motto remains “News is 
‘Trath'—is nothing short of peril. 
‘We hope their name is legion, but 
‘at’ the same timo we shiver and 
shudder at the sight of the magni- 
tude of the problem before us. Tt per~ 
mits us to raise a professional ond 
ethical S.0.S,, not in the terms of 
‘igurative speéch, but most commonly. 
Interpreted! bare necessities of ex- 

‘Modern journalism is at stake, 
Us ethies are ridiculed. A journalists! 
person, property, name, reputation are 
tndangered. Moreover, it is a calamity 
hot only for those immediately con- 
cerned. So far as it has not been 
‘completely annihilated, the clement of 
Public, service ought 'to be empha. 
ized. The people need the news, an 
the journalists cater for, thi

Spider’s Webs: 
And Other Insects

Sm—It_is to be regretted that 
Mn.

He 
says in his letter which appeared in 
yesterday's issue of your paper that 
T agree with him that the common 
spider sometimes uses the wind- 
wafting method of getting the main 
‘supporting strand of its web in place.

only so far as to admit that the 
common spider might adopt this me- 
thod, but was careful to add that T 
personally had not observed it and 
‘also that the authorities T have been 
able to consult suggest it as a pos- 
sible, or even the only possible, me- 
thod’ in certain cases, but not as a 
proven fact. Frankly, T am not at 
all“éure that the common garden 
spider actually uses this method, For 
fone thing, it is a fact that the web 
spun for the main strands of a spider's 
‘snare are not sticky, or adhesive. It 
is only the web used in the spiral 
eross-strands “that has this quality. 
How, then, is a main. strand. flung 
‘out into the air and wafted by the 
breeze going to adhere to any object 
with which it might come in contact, 
ag would be necessary before it could 
bbe used for the purpose sugnested ? 

T might suggest that Mn. SaNcrn 
cems to know all about going round 
{in circles and spinning on one's own 
axis, however, and his last tail-spin 
Teaves me somewhat dizzy. 

Before leaving the subject of spid- 
fers it might interest your readers to 
hear about a fight whieh T witnessed 
the other night between a centipede 
and two spiders, in which the spiders 
were the vietors. How the centipede 
ot into the spiders’ snare in the frst 
place T cannot say, but when T die 
covered it, it was tangled up in the 
middle of the mare and was engaged 
in a battle royal with the two spiders, 
‘Those had already succeeded in bind- 
ing most of the contipede'’s legs tight. 
ly to its body, and were manquvring 
to got a grip on their writhing vietim 
with thelr poisonous fangs, the while 
they adroitly evaded the equally pol- 
sonous jaws of the eontipede. Finally 
they succeeded in getting hoid of op- 
posite ends of the centipede, where 
they hung on grimly as the latter's 
struggles and ‘contortions frst in- 
creased in violence and then slowly 
diminished to an occasional convul- 
sive twitch, “Next morning ¥ found 
the centipede's body, sucked dry, lying 
on the ground beneath the spiders 
web. ‘The centipede, be it noted, was 
many times the size’ of the spiders. 

Incidentally, T believe the presence 
of two spiders in a single web is a 
‘most unusual phenomenon, Possibly 
there were two webs s0 close to each 
‘other as to look like one, 

Turning to the letter of your cor- 
respondent KK. J. H., who asks for| 
Information on ‘the identity of the| 
various singing insects now being of- 
fered for sale on Shanghai streets, 
not having been on the streets much 
this hot weather T'do not know whe- 
ther more than one kind of such in- 
sect is boing offered for sale. T have, 
however, noticed pediars offering 
small baskets containing a certain 
speeles of large grasshopper, the usual 
‘species so offered. This is what en- 
tomologists classify as a true grass- 
hopper, as distinguished from the 1o- 
‘custs, many forms of which are po- 
pularly called grasshoppers. Tt is a 
relation “of the American katydids, 
but is distinguishable from the latter 
by its greater size, more heavy build 
‘and short wings,” As with all true| 
‘grasshoppers, it has very long jump- 
ing legs (the hindmost pair) and ex- 
tremely long slender antennae. Its 
singing Is produced by rubbing its 
‘two wings one across the other, and 
it will be noticed that the one on top 
has a dise-like tympanum evidently 
for the purpose of ampitying. the 

It fs greatly to be regretted that the 
entomological specimens in the mu- 
seum of the Royal Asiatic Soclety are 
not in better shape, but the ravages 
of time and the various vicissitudes 
through which they have passed have 
sadly depleted the collections, How- 
fever, your correspondent will find 
splendid collections of properly iden- 
filed insects in the Musée Heude at 
223 Avenue Dubail inthe French 
Concession. 

Besides the large grasshopper men- 
tioned above, the Chinese also keep 
several kinds of crickets both for the 
sake of their songs and for their well- 
Known fighting propensities, but whe. 
ther or not they are offering any of 
these for sale on the streets these 
days T eannot say. ‘They keep them 























in little receptacles usually made from 
‘gourds, often beautifully decorated on

Jade or ebony lids, and tend them as 
carefully as they do the pet birds they 





The late Dr. Berhold Laufer 
published an extremely. interesting 
Paper on this subject entitled “Insect 
Musicians and Cricket Champions of 
China,” issued by the Field Museum 
of Natural History, Chicago, in 1927, 
‘while T published an article in. the 
“The China Journal” of March, 1933, 
‘entitled “Cricket Gourds and Culture 
in China,” which gives a fair amount 
‘of information on the subject and in- 
cludes a drawing by a Chinese artist 
of the large grasshopper or katydid 
now being sold on the streets of 
Shanghal, I have experienced some 
difficulty’ in ascertaining the correct 
selentifie name for this large singing 
grasshopper. ‘There appear to be 
‘several closcly. similar genera and 
species. ‘Thus Laufer figures one form 
Under the scientifle name Gampsocleis 
fratiosz infuscata Uvarov, while 
several. species of Atlanticus, which 
fall within this category of grasshop- 
pers, have been described Eastern 
China, Manchuria and Eastern Siberia, 
Here ‘in Shanghai we also have a 
number of Iong-winged katydids, to 
be seen in gardens at night. These 
range in size from quite large inscets 
down to comparatively small ones, 
‘and are usually of a bright light 
green colour with their long wings| 
very much resembling leaves. They 
make a loud rustling whistling noise, 
which at close quarters is almost 
deafening. I have seen some of the 
‘smaller forms of these long-winged 
katydids being kept in gourds or cages 
by the Chinese, evidently for th 
songs. 

‘Our local small boys go round dur- 
ing the summer with long bamboo | 
rods with some sticky substance at 
the tips with which they catch ci- 
cadas singing in the trees. These 
they tle to pleces of string and play’ 
‘with till they die. ‘The wretched in- 
‘sects make a nolse when teased, but 
will not sing in captivity as they do 
when free. ‘They are also sometimes: 
put in cages, but, as far as T know, 
pre not offered for sale, and should 
ot be confused with the grasshop- 
pers or katydids already deseribed. It 
may be noted that in the United 
‘States the cicada is often called the 
[seventeen-year locust, although it be- 
longs to an altogether different order 
of Insects from that of the locusts. 
‘and grasshoppers.

Probing Searchiights 

Later three German planes appar 
ently took turns flying over London.

German planes were reperted over 
nine towns’ in addition to the London 
area, In ae southeast town the 
Germans made the most determined 
hight attack of the war, in this area, 
thoroughly testing the’ town’s de 
fonces.

HE Military Conscription Bill, designed to give the United 
States a standing army of more than 1,000,000 men within a 


year, was passed by the Senate 


yesterday by a vote of 58 to 31. 


Before passing the bill, known as the Burke-Wadsworth Conserip- 


tion Bill, the Senate inserted an 





amendment authorizing the Gov. 


ernment to draft private industrial plants when such action is 
necessary to insure production of defence materials. 


‘The vote elimaxed fourteen days of 
torrid debate in which an unusual 
coalition of Administration Senators 
and sympathetic Republican Senators 
crushed attempts by a powerful anti- 
conscription bloc to weaken the bill 
oF postpone ils application until a 
programme of voluntary enlistments 
could be tried, 

‘The conscription bill now goes back 
to the House of Representatives for 
goncurrenee on Senate amendments. 
‘The House alrendy has approved the 
major portion’ of the bill. 

‘As passed by the Senate, the bill 
provides a year's compulsory military. 
service for men between the ages of 
21 and 31, ‘Training wilt be restrict. 
‘ed to the Western Hemisphere and 
‘overseas. possessions of the United 
States, ineluding the Philippines.

BRITAIN SPEAKS 
By J, B. Pursney i 


oF two ago in one of the morning 
papers there was a good letter from an 
American. living in England. He said that he 
refused to take his Embassy's adviee to leave: 
this country, and then went on : “Amerieans| 
leaving Engiand at this critical time are 
deserting their own  cause—Freedom and 
Liberty. ‘The American frontier is the Eng- 
lish Channel.” 

Well, that is what one American says. For 
my part, though T agree with him, 1 would 
put it a bit differently. 1 would say that this, 
js not_a war in the old sense at all. It is 
not a quarrel between certain nations. It is 
not a matter of frontiers or possessions. It 
is a desperate battle—in which the whole 
future of the world is involved—belween two 
ways of life. We don't say that one of them, 
ours, is perfect. We know very well it is 
not.’ In fact some of us have spent a lot of 
cour time these last few years criticizing the 
sort of life we were leading. But at least 
Ht was worth criticizing, Left to ourselves 
we could improve it, as we were improving. 
it all the time, to give every man, woman 
and child a chance to lead a full, useful 
and happy existence. But the other kind 
of life, which has spread like a foul stain 
over half Europe, is simply evil. It is not 
German. There is not a great German of 
the past who would not have indignantly 
Yefused to have any part in it, just as those 

reat Germans of today have all turned 
their backs on it and are now in exile. It 
is simply a gigantic insane gangsterism, a 
vast power machine built for nothing but 
brutal conquest. You cannot come to terms 
with it, There is no living peacefully 
alongside it, because it has no intention of 
living peacefully itself or of allowing you 
to live at peace. It is no more simply 
European than typhoid fever is simply 
European; and, like a plague, if it is not 
stopped here, then it will spread all over 
the world. 

But of course it isn’t going to be allowed 
to spread. Here at home we are at la: 
‘and of course as usual it is “at last"—going 
into strict training for the big fight. In my 
opinion, for what it is worth, we have 
probably done more to make ourselves veal~ 
Jy fit and ready in the last few weeks than 
we did in the previous eight months. One 
reason for the delay is that you cannot per 
sunde a lot of the English ‘that they don't 
hive on a magle island. They believe, these 
nice comfortable stupid folk, that disasters 
and tragedies, fire and slaughter, treachery 
and invasion,’ are things that only happen 
over the sea, to those strange exeitable be~ 
ings called “foreigners.” I js only a month 
or two ayo that the gixl who works in our 
kitehen said quite solemnly : "Does this man 
Hitler realize what trouble and expense he’s 
putting us to?” The answer is that he 
does, and likes it, But that was the attitude 
ef mind of many of the English up to a few 
weeks ago. But now that is gone. Not only 
becatise the war has been brought nearer 
there shores, but also, 1 think, because the 
people feel that this new government of 
Ours means business, that its leaders “are 
determined vital men, There is none of 
that sleepy complacency any more 

The temper of the ordinary ecasy-yoing 
English folk is sising. Any aitempt at in- 
vasion will only send it up a few more 
degrees, I have not met anybody yet who’ 
js, particularly worried about it. Natually 
when your whole world changes so rapidly, 
it is not easy to make the necessary adjust= 
ments. I know it is tough going tying to 
be an author these days, for you “eannot 
settle down to write a book; ihe theatres 
‘are closing, not because people are afraid 
to go to them but partly because they want 
to listen to the news at night and partly 
Decutise they like to get a bit of fresh air 
iter a Tong day indoors; even journalism 
has been cut down. But T for one am in 
better trim physically than T was a year’ 
ago: Iam no worse mentally; and it “will

Hitler is now saying that to suppose he has 
any ‘designs on the new world is absurd and 
grotesque. By this time, you and T ought to 
have realized that once Hitler has said a 
thing like that, his mind is really moving 
in the opposite direction. He told us that 
he had no designs on Czechoslovakia, 
Poland, Norway, Holland, Belgium, and 
where are they now? Under’ the iron boots’ 
of the storm troopers and the Gestapo. A 
great. many people in the New World are 
now Fepeating the mistakes that we made 2 
year ago—you are imagining that you can 
stop Hiller by holding a meeting and passing 
@ resolution to say you don’t approve of him. 
As if he cared! Why, nobody ever approved 
of him, He has raised himself to this 
stupendous altitude of power on this kind 
‘of woolly, well-meaning, ineffectual disap- 
proval, 

Well, we are long past that here now. We 
have made our usual mistakes. We have 
been too complacent; we have underestim- 
ated the enormous preparation and ruthless- 
ness of the enemy ; we have depended 100] 
long on a gentlemanly slow-motion civil 
service system, which could not key up our 
war industries to the proper pitch. But now 
that has gone. The real English people, not 
a small ruling class, are taking charge, led 
by men like Bevin, Morrison, Greenwood. 
We are producing planes and munitions at @ 
rate that far exceeds anything ever known 
before in this island. ‘The pace is becoming 
terrific. And nothing Hitler ean do, short of 
overrunning the whole country, can stop it 
T pin my faith—and this is no idle rhetorical 
statement, but an expr of all T be- 
lieve and act upon—on the courage and 
skill and endurance of the ordinary English 
people, on the men who designed and made 
the Hurricanes and Spitfires and Boulton 
Defiants, on the young men who fy them 
and think nothing of taking on half-a-dozen 
enemy machines at once, on the soldiers who 
fought their way back yard by yard against 
overwhelming odds to Dunkirk, on the men 
‘on the Clyde and the Tyne who build the 
great ships and the sailors who have never 
failed our trust in them in every quarter 
of the world. These people are going to 
fight, tooth and nail. The issue is plain. 
We ‘simply can't live with Nazism. Either 
we destroy it or it destroys us. And I don't 
believe it can destroy us. We have behind 
us the resources of a vast empire. While 
Hitler is throwing into the battle everything 
he has got, we are only just getting into our 
stride. Nobody is going to pretend it will 
be easy, for you cannot defy the most enorm- 
‘ous and devilish mechanism of destruction the 
world has ever seen and expect to be on 
velvet. We realize that now. It’s not a 
pretty prospect. A lot of us may be maimed 
or dead very soon, but it can't be helped. 
We shall go on and on until we break their 
black hearts. Whatever the Nazis may say 
this is still an island. 

If the Nazis are now more fortunately 
placed than they were before to try 10 
blockade us, it must be remembered that the 
amount of shipping now at our disposal is 
immense, never greater, and that the Icsves 
during the last few ‘months have been 
negligible when compared with the losses 1a 
the last war. Nor do I sce how Hitler io 
xoing to break our own blockade of all hi 

groaning dominions. Our blockade tightens
